Nor 
are Its finances better than of yore. 
It is still run at a loss. lichee the 
Union cannot be said to be fulfilling 
its object. What is that object? I take 
it it is that of providing a meeting 
place for the men uf the various fa- 
culties, at meal time and during 
with the exception of athletics, can 
their spare bonis. In no oilier way, 
a man of one faculty come in con 
tact with those of another. The bene 
fits of such intermingling are very 
evident. Interchange, of ideas broad- 
en a man, make 1 1 1 tit more tolcraut 
of one who does not sec tilings from 
the same standpoint, possibly due 
to the fact that both are studying 
along such totally different lines. 
Thorp i ii us t of necessity bo a tenden- 
cy to avoid "shop" and this, shall 
I s.iy enforce. 1. relaxation is In Itself 
good. The Union bas been the begin- 
ning of many friendships, among 
men of different faculties. possibly 
originating through a common inter- 
est in their Alma Mater, and here is 
the real objeci of the Union. It ios 
tors this love of Alma Mater. In 
other wolds the Union is absolutely 
essential to our so-Callod college 
spirit, and ., greater and United Mc- 
Gill. ('an McGill afford to d,, with- 
out this spirit ? No ! Will McC.ill 
men let it go V I trust not. but judg- 
ing from the support vouchsafed the 
I'nion this yeur, apparently they 
will. I don't wish to insinuate that 
many, not members of the I'nion. are 
not in sympathy with it. I know for 
a fact that they are, but the truth 
of the mal ter is that they cannot 
nfford the fee. If anything is done, it 
must be along the lines of reducing 
the annual subscription. Since, with 
a five dollar fee, the membership 
last year was double what. It 1«, the 
inference is that if the fee could be 
reduced below five dollars th-re Would 
be a material gain in the number of 
members. Would this numerical gain 
he sufficient to offset, from a finan- 
cial point of view, this réduction ? 
No! Unless there was a guarantee 
tbnt every undergraduate ocenme a 
member of the Union It could not be 
attempted, but there is no doitl't 
that with every student a member of 
the Union that a four dollar fee 
would see the Union not only on a 
better financial basis than It now

COLLEGE SPIRIT ANALYZED i 

BY ARKANSAS UNDERGRADUATE 



Popular Conceptions Diseounted-^Quiet Dignity a Neces- 
sary Quality Respect lor Law and Order 



AN ARTICLE IN THE "UNIVER- 
SITY WEEKLY" OF I NIVKR 
SITY QP ARKANSAS— SHOULD 
INTEREST McGILL, 
There are many phases :n circula 
tion among 11s which we should find 
difficult tu define, College spirit is 
one of these. The phrase, college 
spirit, brings to the minds of most 
College students a picture of organ 
iaed cheering. The enthusiastic, spas- 
modic expression of feeling th.it one 
USUally sees nt a ball game or truck 
meet may lie an evidence of college 
Bpirit; but it is too noisy, too 
empty, too unintelligent. My con- 
eeption of college spirit is that it is 
quiet, simple, dignified and honest. 
Those who go about with noise and 
boasting are, 111 dormitory phrase- 
ology, called ■ preps." The word 
"prep" means, of Course, a student 
who has not had sufficient framing 
to In' ,| college student. His boast - 
ing is unconsciously condemned, be- 
cause it is unnatural for a roal Stu- 
dent to boast. We may. therefore, 
conclude that it is characteristic of 
an earnest student to be quiet an I 
dignified. Furthermore, true college 
spirit does not over estimate the 
real standing of one's own college.' 
nor under estimate that of other col- 
leges. Fur example, the entrance re- 
quirements of our school may be 
higher than those of other schools, 
but the standing of honor among 
other student todies may be higher 
than that of our own college. True 
college spirit then is simple and 
honest. 

First ailing the essentials of i 
proper college spirit is n love of onn's 
college. There is usually something 
wrong with the studenl who th n^s 
that his is a poor suit of college. 
There may possibly lie something 
wrong in his college, but if lie 
has a proper spin?, he will 
strive to correct it. He will place 
himself in line, with !t consciousness 
that he h.dps with his proportionate 
part to make whatever is good or 
bad. This way of considering things 
will always win the respect of one's 
own fellows and of those in author- 
ity. 

Another essential of college spirit 
is that one should have the proper 
reslM-ct for thi- laws of one's college 
and the proper consideration for 
those in authority. 

Waiving the question oir.the liberal- 
ity with which the Legislature had 
treated the subject of higher educa- 
tion in this state, a student should 
consider his own duty from the stand- 
point of a student. There is usually 
•no regard for law in a newly settled 
region, f, ,r each man, in proportion 
to bis physical strength, makes his 
own laws. History will bear us out 
in the statement that respect for 
law increases in direct ratio with in- 
tellectual advancement!, The whiskey 
rebellion is a noteworthy instance ot 
this. The sturdy backwoods farmer 



of Western Pennsylvania roôô in re- 
volt against a law the justice of 
which they could not see, The history 
uf our own state sin- us a gradual ad 
Vance from uie law of rorce to the 
common law. What, thin, should be 
tile attitude of a student'.' Should he 
Question the ruling.- of a committee 
as the Pennsylvania backwoodsmen 
questioned the justice of the Revenue 
Act ? Should he question a law the 
justice of which he can not see, but 
which be accepts by entering the col- 
lege which has the law ? It Is an in- 
consistency for him to do so, 

A further essential of college spirit 
is that one should have a proper ci n 
sideratioii for the rights of one's iel- 
low students. Such consideration is 
not always shown. Students of, on dis 
regard the rights of others by rowdy- 
ism in the dormitories and by noise 
111 tin- library and corridors. They 
very often congregate in the corri 
dors of the main building and with 
loud talking and noise disturb Work 
in class rooms. Officers, who dislike 
to offend their friends, hesitate to 
order them mit. Thus, unthinkingly 
perhaps, they commit two offenses. 
Otic by lioblinL' tie authafity of the 
officer in contempt and another by 
disturbing the rights of otttsrs. 

A find and most Important issen- 
tial of college spirit is gentlemanly 
conduct and good manners, We may 
say that gentlemanly conduct is to 
net accordingly to the noblest in- 
stincts of man, and to have good 
manners is to be able to choose ,ittic'< 
ly and correctly between vulgar and 
refined behavior. One may sec these 
principes Illustrated in various ways 
among the students in the University. 
For example on.' wi.nl i hardly call it 
gentlen anly conduct for a crowd of 
young men to gather on the front 
steps of the University building, nn ' 
cause etnl atassmen: to those wh 
have to pass through the crowd. 1 
bave also seen a young man pass 
through the front door of the main 
building, and lit it swing back into 
the face of another person. Just 
he other day an orderly open- 
d the <b or of a class room, anil 
iH-ing busily engaged in exercising bis 
jaws in " pump-handle fashion at 
high speed on a chew of wax, he 
found time between strokes to read 
his orders. This created laughter in 
the class and embarassmtnt to tin 
teacher. Very often one ran see a 
student 111 chapel sit and read his 
' book while the audience stands foi 
[iraver. Such examples as these show 
that, the manners in our University 
could be improved. Now, a proper 
college spirit will try to improve 
J them. 

True college spirit to conclude is 
quiet, dignified, simple and honest. 
, It also includes a love for one's col- 
lege, respect for its laws and for 
those in authority, n consideration 
! for one's fellow students, and gentle- 
I manly conduct and good manners.

The relations between McGill and Harvard have always 
been close. Many of our students after graduation inter 
Harvard's great Graduate ur Professional schools. At least 
one (if our distinguished alumni is on her facility, ami we 
nunibei on OUT professorial stall half a dozen Harvard- 
trained men. ThB relations between the two universities 
have been intimate in other ways than sport. 

YearS ago, a football game between Harvard and McGill 
was an annual event; it is still a pleasant memory with 
some of our older graduates. In the winter of 191)7 nr- 
rangements were satisfactorily completed for the playing of 
an annual hockey match. Harvard was then |ust learning 
the game. This first game was won by McGill, with a 
score of 8—2, nnd our team won not only the admira- 
tion of Canadians in New England, but of Harvard 
alumni and students. In 1908 came the unfortunate action 
of a blundering management — the sending of a scrub team 
to Harvard for the annual contest. Harvard won s — 2. 
Because of McGill's action in failing to send lier Senior 
team, relations were discontinued, and m 1909 no game was 
played. In 1910 relations were renewed, but the game was 
cancelled because of lack of ice in the Harvard link. Last 
winter McGill defeated Elarvardi and we now have two wins 
tu Harvard's one in the three games played. The game has 
now Come tu be an annual event uf much interest. We hope 

it may continue to be a happy bond uf friendship between 
the two universities. Students and graduates as well as 
Canadians m New England, will watch totfight with eager- 
ness McGill's demonstration uf "Canada's game."

ED LECTURE ON DARTMOOR j mortalissed this wood in his 
GIVEN BV DEAN MOYSE. 

The Readers Club held its Annual 
Open Evening on Tuesday last under 
very enjoyable circumstances. The 
members and their friends listened 
witli great pleasure to a lecture by 
Dean Moyse on Dartmoor, which was 
supplemented by a large number of 
lantern slides. 

In opening the Dean referred to 
Devonshire as being not only famous 
for her great and illustrious men, 
but also for her color and foliage. 
Like Joseph's coat of old, Devon- 
shire is u place of varied and har- 
monious color, ciovelhy, for instance, 
with its mingling of water n nd wood, 
with its high hills covered with 
green, its quaint houses, its harbor 
and fishing smacks, wnn charncteris 
tic of much that may be seen along 
the coast of Devonshire. 

Speaking more particularly of 



•v 

Dartmoor the Dean pictured a wild 
and Wesolate, sparsely inhabited 
country, which could only boast of 
one real . wood— "a wood of one hun- 
dred trees of six hundred feet" — a 
witticism of Devonshire, for, as It 
was pointed out, no one tree was 
higher than six feet. 

Legend tells us that this wood 
was very sacred and connected with 
the worship of the Druids. Carring- 
ton, the Devonshire poet, has im- 

verse. 

Reference was made to the Border 
Towns, which surround the Moors, 
and especially to the "Vendul 
Rights" in relation to the Annual 
"Drive" of cattle into the "pounds." 

The main use of the moors is for 
pasturing sheep and the raising of 
ponies. The fact that the moors sup 
ply pasturage all the year round 
brought out an interesting point. It 
appears Hint one year there was a 
great drought throughout the coun- 
try of Kent, with the result that 
thousands of cattle were driven into 
Devonshire and found sustenance on 
the moors. 

At certain times in the year the 
moors are practically impassible ow- 
ing to bogs for which Dartmoor is 
famous. Having the summer the heat 
cracks the peat, so that, when the 
rains set in, the moors are nothing 
hut soft mire. As the Dean expressed

Another picture was a very old 
church on Brent-tor-au hill of one 
thousand feet, upon which Is to he 
seen a church thirty feet, long with 
choir stalls for two people. 

The Dean closed with a series of 
pictures illustrating the industry of 
tin working from Its earliest be- 
ginnings, showing how they gradu- 
ally rose lo the stage of furnaces, 
crude as they were, and from that 
to moulds. The formation of the Min- 
ers' Court and the building of Lid- 
ford Castle (where they hung a man 
and then tried him) were the direct 
outcome of the tin industry. 

The closing remarks regarding the 
interesting remains of the new stone 
age to be found on Dartmoor showed 
how varied were the history and as- 
sociations of the country.
